COUSIN  OF  LINCOLN 


IS  RESIDENT  OF  DES  MOINES 


Abiaham  Lincoln's  own.  cousin 
lives  in  Des  Moines,  in  the  person  of 
V.  S  Beall,  2307  Carpeter  street. 

Mr.  Beall's  grandmother  was  Sarah 
Hanks,  sister  of  Nancy  Hanks,  the_ 
mother  of  the  Martyr  president.  She 
married  an  Utterback,  while  Nancy 
married  a  Lincoln.  Mr.  Beall's  moth- 
er, therefore,  was  first  cousin  to  Ab- 
raham Lincoln. 

Mr.  Beall  resembles  his  noted  rel- 
ative so  much  that  people  coming  in 
and  out  of  the  grain  brokerage  office' 
in  the  Youngerman  building,  notice 
and  comment  upon  it.  If  he  should 
grow  the  familiar  Lincoln  style  of 
beatd,  the  similarity  would  approach 
identity. 

"But  I  detest  beards,"  declared  Mr. 
Beall. 

.  Judge  Hubert  Utterback  and  his 
brother,  Fred,  are  also  related  to 
Lincoln,  except  that  they  are  a  gener- 
ation farther  along. 

"The  Utterback  boys  follow  Lin- 
coln's profession  better  than  I  do, 
though,"  chuckled  the  genial  grain 
broker.  "I  don't  care  much  ^or  the 
practise  of  law,  though  my  son  is 
studying  it  at  Drake. 

"Yes,  I  was  raised  on  a  farm  and 
used  to  split  a  few  rails  myself,  but 
like  Lincoln,  I  decided  I  could  do  bet- 
ter elisewhere. 

"Lincoln  was  a  great  man,"  went 
on  Mr.  Beall,  pointing  to  a  portrait 
hanging  on  his  office  wall.  "But  there 
is  the  greatest  of  all  presidents,"  in- 
dicating another  portrait  in  the  place 
of  honor  directly  above  his  own  desk. 
It  was  President  Wilson.
